These facts constitute a great record. All the 
advantage accruing from this record does not come 
to The Times, nor do we claim by any means all 
the glory for this great achievement. If we were 
to speak only of cur own part in this matter, com- 
mon sense as well as modesty would warn us to 
desist. But the part the good people of this city, 
of Sonthern California and of all the Great Sonth- 
west have taken in this work forbids us to be si- 
lent.

The building record for the city of Los 


Angeles for the month of November just closed 
certainly shows a pace not matched in the United 
States or the world. During the month there were 
built something over five hundred homes for the 
people who dwell in this city. 
five days to the month, this makes twenty new 
houses a day built in November. A working day 
with our mechanics is eight hours, and therefore 
there was a new home for a family in the city of 
Los Angeles turned out of the builders’ hands 
every twenty-four minutes, 


Counting twenty-

houses, 


of, say, four persons to each of these new 
so that the city was called upon to supply homes 
for 2000 people during the month. If we should 


keep that up for twelve months it would make 
6000 new homes in the year, and at four inmates 


to the house it would make an addition of 24,000 


house-occupiers. 


These houses were not shacks. The 500 cost 


nearly $900,000, or an average of $1800 each. They 
ran mostly from $1000 each up to $2500, with a 
smaller number costing 


from that point up to 
$5000 and a few running to $15,000 or $25,000 
each. That is the way Los Angeles is growing, 


about the way it has been growing, and we think 
the way it will grow for a good while to come.

That Los Angeles is to become a greater min-

The first of 
these was the purchase by John Hays Hammond 
and associates of an interest in the Tom Reed mine 
in Mohave county, AriZona. That this world-famous 
miner will rest content with thig is hardly to be 
thought of; that he will sooner or later, probably 


very soon, acquire other holdings in the district is 
‘practically a foregone conclusion. 


The second event is the opening of a new copper 
district in the south of Mohave county by the 
Amalgamated Copper Company, that has entered 
that region to operate. . 


The third event is the just 


rehase, consum- 
. mated, of the Needles smelter by the United States 
Smelting and Refining Company —the Cole-Ryan | 


people. For years the need of a smelter in South- 
ern California has been a constant theme. Since 
the smoke nuisance has been so.widely discussed 
and the Guggenheims had to abandon their plant 


at San Mateo on that account, there has been little 


talk of putting a smelter anywhere near residence 
towns or fruit ranches; eyes have been turned to- 
wards the desert and have sought locations where 
the smoke can do no harm. Needles is in many 
ways an ideal smelting point, remote from any in- 
terests to be injured, and close to the mines. For 
years a small plant has been operating there suc- 
cessfully on a limited scale. With it the Cole-Ryan 
people have acquired mines in Mohave county, Ari- 


gona, and San Bernardino county, California. That 


they intend to work on a big scale is shown by the 
additional properties they are purchasing in 
Chloride, Stockton Hill and elsewheré. A number 
of large and valuable base-ore producers, some of 
them long idle, have passed to the smelter men, 
thus msuring a steady, tonstant supply of ore re- 

of custom trade. That the present reduc- 
tion works will be enlarged, p y to 500 tons 
or more, before long, js to be ex Needles 
will be a great smelting point; such big concerns 
as ~ Cole-Ryan people do not do business on a 

scale. 

Besides these recent occurrences there have been 
a number of others of significance during the year. 
Among these is the purchase of the Tecopa mine by 
eastern capitalists. The merger of great iron 
properties in San Bernardino and Riverside coun- 
ties may also mean a good deal. Across the Ne- 
vada line the reorganization of the Johnnie inter- 
ests, the strikes at Pioneer, the finds at Ellendale, 
the advances in business at Goldfield, Tonopah and 
other camps are great boosts for mining in the 
Southwest.

Two Hours Among Christmas Shop- 
pers, Auto Toots and Clanging Car 
Bells Sufficient—Telis Story of 
His Impressions — Laments the 
Passing of the Cattle Industry. 


Caught in the maelstrom of down- 
town traffic yesterday afternoon, John 
Mundy slipped into'the Van Nuys Ho- 
el for a little rest. It was his first 
view of a large city in thirty-five 
years. All that time he had spent as 
& cowpuncher on the plains and in 


the mountain ranges of the great 
Southwest. He was overcome. 
Rushing herds of cattle, swiftly 


gliding currents of mountain streams 
or fierce winter storms on the prairies 
hold no terrors for Mundy, but the 
whizzing of automobiles, the jangle of 
car bells and the crush of Christmas 
shoppers on the streets were too 
much. One hour of wandering suf- 
ficetl, and hey he reached the hotel, 
it seemed to offer the safest haven of 
refuge possible. . 

Approaching the clerk, he timidly 
inquired for a room. Did he want one 
with or without a bath? Why, he 
wanted the best the house afforded, 
and so he was shown to a beautiful 
“apartment, with all its down-to-date 
fixtures, its heavy Brussels carpet. anil 
The bell hop left 
him and John found himself alone 
amid his splendor. : 

Apparently it overawed him. It wus 
only a few moments before he came 
down and seated himself timidly in 
one of the big chairs of the lobby, 
where, through the big windows, he 
could watch the crowd go by, without 
fear of being jostled and crowded 
about. It was there that he was 
found late in the afternoon, still full 
of his thoughts. 

Things were all new.to him. He had 
stepped from the old world—the world 
of open sky and unbounded territory— 


contact, seemed more awful than any 
charging steer he had ever seen. His 
Was the awakening, all too sudden for 
proper enjoyment. 

According to his story. which, at 
first, came reluctantly, and afterward 
with restored. confidence, Me. Mundy 
had spent his whole life away from 
dense civilization. His only visits to 
collected homes of men, were to t- 
tle towns that sprang up on the 
prairies, sometimes around ranch 
houses, some times about a newly-dis- 
covered mineral camp. Two years 
ago he visited Albuquerque, N. M., 


and later one of the towns in Texas.

It took all of two years to finally 
bring this determination to a sticking 
point, and so, last Tuesday, John 
Mund boarded the stage coach at Re- 
Serve, travéled to the nearest rail- 
Wal station in New Mexico and was 
from there whizzed to Los Angeles. 

“I've read about these big buildings, 
about the automobiles and the street 
Cars, but this is my dirst look at them 
near to,” said John. I was only on 
the street a couple of hours, walking 
round downtown here, but I got tired. 
My feet give out, not used to being 
Walked on, and not used to these 
Stone sidewalks.” 

“Will you come take a drink?“ the 
reporter queried, thinking thereby he 
Was living up to the rules of western 
etiquette a also with an idea of 
warming Mr. Mundy inte a more hearty 
discussion ef life ou the piains. 

“Nope; thanks just the same. but 
Ain't touching nothing while in town,” 
and he flashed a look of suspicion at 
the one who had offered to treat. 

it took time to bring about a better 
feeling again, and still more time until 
Mfr. Mundy would speak of his life as 
pioneer in the country beyond the 
Mississippi. . As told with frequent in- 
Wrruptions, John slipped away from 
his home in Pennsylvania, when little 
More than a boy. Glowing stories of 
Slorious freedom as a cowboy lead him 
to the West. He managed. after

Here he 
brings out his wise arrangements both 
tor gathering and disbursing their 
gifts, aud he uncovers the motives, 
primary and secondary, for the grace 


of giving.

1. 


How They Did in Macedonia.“ (Verses 1-6.) 

Moreover, brethren, we make known 
to you the grace of God which hath 
been given in the churches of Mace- 
donia; how that in much proof of af- 
fliction the abundance of their joy 


the riches of their liberality. For ac- 
cording to their power, 1 bear witness, 
yea and beyond their power, they gave 
of their own accord, beseeching us 
with much entreaty in regard of this 
grace and the feliowship in the minfs- 
tering to the saints; and this, not as 
we had hoped, but first they gave their 
to us 
through the will of God. Insomuch 
that we exhorted Titus, that as he had 
made a beginning before, so he would 
also complete in you this grace also.” 

lt was up in the region i which 
were the cities of Philippi,’ Berea, 
Thessalonica and others, 

(1) The Dominant Motwe— The 
Grace of God.” 

Not only was the famine working 4% 
hardship, but the persecution by the. 
Smperor Claudims was making it 
worse, and their former Jewish friends 
Were shutting them out of all the op- 
portunities they could. To these Greek 
Christians up in Macedonia, the great. 
est blessing of their existence, salva- 
tion by Christ,.had come to them 
through a Jewish channel, Paul. That 
awakened their gratitude to them and 
prompted their help. Such is the ef- 
fect of God's grace. 0 

Another way to express it is to say 
“the love of Christ; aianuer way, 
principle of loving obedience.” Here 
we have come upon the dominant mo- 
tive, the will of God. It ig His will 
that one shouid give of his substance 
to God's cause. 

(2.) The Obstacles. 

First of all was their deep poverty. 
But there Was a principle invoived, 
that of God's pwhership ot them, their 
the pfeducts of eir lives, 
whether those products were thoughts 
or money or «hat not. With the sense 
of that fact they had no difficulty 
with their poverty, for they simply 
gave beyond their ability. Some other 
difficulties were the strange race of 
Christians to whom they were send- 
ing their money, the taunts and jeers 
of their gon-Christian friends, and the 
time end trouble necessary to disburse 
their gifts.

I speak not by way of com- 
mandment, but as proving through the 
earnestness of others the sincerity aiso 
of your love. For ye know the grace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, though 
He was rich, yet for your sakes He 
became poor, that ye through His pov- 
erty might become rich. And herein I 
give my judgment; for this is expedi- 
ent for you, who were the to 
make a beginning a year ago, not only 
to do, but also to will.

One 
tis the dumb and the other the vicious 
form. in the dumb form the dog 
seems to be in a stupor. and is not 
likely to bit, although he is Hable 
To become vicious at any minute. With 
the vicious form, the dog will bite 
anything or anybody. A person bit- 
ten by a dog affected with either form 
will become inoouvlated with the dis- 
ease. The germ is in the saliva, and 
the saliva must be injected through 
She skin to become inoculated. When 
once inoculated, a person or dog -or 
animal of any kind may go for a 
year before tte disease becomes no- 
ticeable. Cases are on record in Eng- 
land where persons have become vio- 
zent with hydrophobia after 290 days. 

“Tt is a dangerous mistake here in 
Pasadena to en until some person 
has become affected with hydrophobia 
defore taking drastic measures to pre- 
vent the disease. Already Dr. Boucher 
reports there have been over fifty 
Cases of hydrophobia found in Pasa- 
dena within the past month. Many 
people have already been bitten. I 
believe the city here can handle the 
matter without interference on the

PEDRO, Dec. 3.—Lieut. Charles 
Leeds and Lieut. A. R. Ehrnbeck, 
Corps of Engineers, U.S. A., and D. E. 
Hughes, resident engineer, made a 
thorough inspection this afternoon of 
property in the vicinity of Point Fir- 
min, desired by the War Department 
as a site for proposed fortifications for 
San Pedro harbor, in coppany with 
George H. Peck, owner of the lands. 
A considerable tcrritory lying west and 
north of the Point Firmin Iight sta- 
tion was carefully looked over. Lieut. 
Leeds, on behalf of the War Depart- 
ment, has requested proposals on three 
different areas in that vicinity, but 
each proposal is a part of the same 
territory. One asks for 166 acres, an- 
Other for 298 acres and the third for 
347 acres. 

These lands lie immed west and 
north of the Point Firmin light station 
and are owned in their entirety by the 
San Pedro Land Company. There are 
no improvements of any consequence. 
The second proposal of 298 acres in- 
cludes nearly one mile of water front 
lying west of Point Firmin light, and 
is situated in what is known as the 
Marine View tract. There has been 
an appropriation made of $250,000 for 
the purchase of land for fort!fications, 
but a conservative estimate of its 
value would be about 32000 an acre. 
Speaking this afternoon, Mr. Peck, 
the owner, said: “Published reports 
that we are placing an exorbitant price 
upon lands in the vicinity of Point Fir- 
min in an attempt to hold up the gov- 
ernment, are false. The original desire 
of the War mt was for land 
lying east of the territory inspected 
today by Lieut. Leeds and party. This 
has all been sold to private parties (nd 
many homes have been erected.
